LONDON, July 11. 


Tho nows from tho seat of wnr in tho 


East is Romowhnt more favorablo to the 
Sorviaus than it appeared possible yesterday.

In the East the 
Turks have not followed up their victory nt 
Saitchai1, but have withdrawn over tho 
river Timok iuto Turkish territory. 


In consequence of this the fears which 


were entertained that the position of Geuor- 
nl Tchernayoff was imperilled on the ; flank 
and the rear have subsided. 


Xlio Key of the War. 


The great point to which attention is now 


turned, and which will probably bo tho 
turning point in the war, is the main body 
of the Servians under Tchernayeff. 


His course is directed along tho Moravn 


llivor toward Nisch, that town being his 
objective point. 


It was conjectured that if the Turks hnd 


.followed up their successes' at Novi-Baznr 
and Saitchar, Tcliernaycff would Imvci been 
forced to retire on Alexinatz. 


Servian .Precaution*. 


It is said that in anticipation of such an

wrote a letter accordingly. 


Tho most intimate friends of Jo well aro 


unable to account for tho action of the Pres- 
ident, eicept on tho ground of political con- 
sideration. 


Mr. Marshall, first assistant postmaster 


genera! who was in tho country, was tele- 
graphed last night to return to this city im- 
mediately, and accordingly 
arrived this 


morning, when Jewell, much to his aston- 
ishment, informed him what had tnkon 
place. 


Marshall is now acting postmaster gener- 


al. Jewell at cloven o'clock visited tho 
President at tho executive mansion. 


Tho resignation of Postmaster General 


Jewell was not known at tho Capitol when 
tho Senate met except to two Senators,who 
had learned it at tho Whito HOUKO. 
Tho 


cause has not transpired, but it has been 
known for some time that tho oillcial rela- 
tions between the President and tho Post- 
master General woro not harmonious. Mr. 
Jewell sympathized with Mr. liristow and 
advocated retrenchment nnd reform.

torney at St. Louis was not approved by 
Mr. Jewell, who has for some time pre- 
dicted that ho would bo invited to rosigu 
but his friends have laughed nt tho idea.

SECTION 1. The following proposition o 


amendment to tho Constitution of thin State 
proposed by the last General Assembly, i 
hereby declared approved, and for tho pur 
poso of publication and submission to tin 
electors, shall ho designated as follows: 


ARTICLE VII. 


All soldiers and sailors of foreign birth 


citizens of tho United States, who served in 
tho army or navy of tho United States dur 
ing tho late war from this litato, and 
wero honorably discharged .from such ser 
vice, shall have the right to vote in th 
election of all civil officers, ami on all CJUCB 
tions in all legally organized town, distrio 
or ward meetings, upon the same condition;
